It was a grunt of 
vast satisfaction ‘that ‘was emitted by 
Chow-big, for the roll call was at re- 
treat this evening, and the new arrivals 
had just come from mess or ‘“‘ chow,” 
as it is more generally called in the 
army today, and Chow-big had just won 
new claim to the name by which even 
his squaw back on the Indian reserva- 
tion knows him, 

They came in the rain from El Paso 
at midnight last night—nineteen of them 
—and their Mexican half-breed inter- 
preter, who is indignant indeed if you 
fail to prefix his name, Jesus Velesquez, 
with the title Monsieur. They are the 
Apache scouts for whom General 
Pershing sent to help the American ex- 
‘peditionary force find Pancho Villa. 

All day today these, the most silent’ 
ef Uncle Sam's sons, strolled solemnly 
about the camp and the town, and every- 
where they went all else was forgotten 
and attention focused on them, Soldiers 
and civilians hailed them as they passed 
and they ignored the civilians and 


grunted agreeably in response to the 
soldiers’ salutes. 


Olive Drab Blow to Movie Men. 


Strange-looking soldiers they are, but 
regular. soldiers, and proud of it as 
any in the army. Five of the twenty 
have for years been enlisted men in the 
army, on duty at Fort Apache, and the 
other fifteen were recruited especially 
for the present expedition.

CONSTANTI PLE, April 6, (via 
London.)—The official statement issued 
today from General Heafiquarters reads: 

Irak Front.—No change. 

Caucasus’ Front.—An engagement oc- 
curred between reconnoitring parties. 
An enemy cruiser. fired 100 shells 
against the coast near Eduindjik, west 
ot Negri, but without effect.

In Letter to Lord Burnham He 
Pleads for Better Treatment

. LONDON, Friday, April. 7.—Prince 
Nicholas of Greece in a letter to Lord 
Burnham, pleads for better treatment 
of Greece by the Entente Allies. . He 
says: ‘ 

“The great grievance of the Greeks 
is that their maritime communications 
have been paralyzed to such an.extent 
that the country has repeatedly been 
on the verge of starvation. , Ever since 
German submarines made their ap- 
pearance in the Mediterranean ‘and 
Aegean Seas-the rumor has persistently 
been set afloat that they had bases in 
Greek waters.

AMENDS BOND TAX BILL. 


Committee Indorses Change for Pro- 
tection of Brokers. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 6—An amendment 
offered at a hearing today by New York 
City bond brokers to the Mills bill 
amending the secured debt taxation 
law, was accepted wy the Senate Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment 
and the bill was reported favorably to- 
night. 

The amendment, which was advocated 
by Francis Lynde Stetson, is for the 
protection of bond brokers, who under 
the original bill would be subjected to 
the regular rate of taxation on bonds 
which they acquyred for customers. The 
Mills bll provides that securities pur- 
chased in the future shall pay a tax 
without exemption for debt. 

The amendment to the bill allows bona 
fide brokers to have the benefit of the 
debt exemption for eight months from 
the time of the purchase of bonds. This 
means that a broker may purchase 
bonds and immediately pledge them at 
banks and secure exemption from taxa- 
tion up to the amount he borrows. 

If the bonds are held by him more 
than eight months they are taxed as 
investment. 

Mr. Stetson also advised a change in 
the Mills bill aimed to impose an in- 
heritance tax on persons who made 
their money in New York and con- 
ducted busiress ‘in this State, yet 
claimed residence in other States. The 
bill rovided that four and a half! 
months’ continuous stay in this State 
shall be construed as establishing «a 
New York domicile. On the advice of 
Mr. Stetson it was made six months. 


PASSES BAKING POWDERBILL | 


Assembly Adapts Measure Opposed 
as Favoring One Concern. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBAN April 6.—The Assembly to- 
day passed a Baking Powder bill which 
has appeared periodically at ‘Albany for 
about ten years. The opponents of the 
measure Say that the effect of its final 
passage and enforcement would be to 
put all baking powder concerns but one 
practically out of business. Assembly- 
man Everett of St. Lawrence int¥oduced 
the baking power measure. Mr. Everett, 
who fathered the underworld bills, 
which were killed at the request of the 
New York City Police Department, after 
it had been disclosed that ‘‘ Edward 
King,”’ who had been lobbying for them, 
was an ex-convict. 

The Everett bill was passed today un- 
der somewhat remarkable circumstances, 
Upon a viva voce vote to kill the bill by 
recommitting it, Speaker are ruled 
that the motion was lost. was then 
attempted to pass the bill by ; rapid roll 
call, but, upon insistence, there was a 
slow roll call, which showed a maJority 
of 4 votes over the 76 necessary for 
passage, the Republicans voting pretty 
solid with the member from St. Law- 
rence. 

The measure provides a fine of $50 for 
the sale of every can of baking powder 
which does not bear a label telling the 
number of cubic inches of gas which 
will be generated by dissolving an avoir- 
dupois ounce of the powder. Opponents 
of the measure say that there is one 
concern in the State which has a patent 
process under which it would be easy to 
comply with the proposed law.

CAPE TOWN, Feb. 18.—There is not 
a single elephant !eft In Zululand, once 
a paradise for the great animals, -The 
last survivor was found dead the other 
"day on a farm on the banks of the 
Unfolozi. River, where” ne had lived 
since the early part of the reign of the 
great chief, Cetewayo. 

An immiense herd once reamed the 
Dugugugu forest and along the Unfolozi, 
vut it was diminished by incessant 
hunting, until Cetawayo one oer, finally 
drove it away forever. The Chief used 
to make medicine of certain portions of 
their bodies. On the occasion referred 
to he organized a mighty drive in which 
two elephants were killed and many 
wounded.

GREAT AFRICAN CHIEF DEAD. 


Lewantka of Barotseland an Amaz- 
ing Product of the Dark Continent. 


CAPE TOWN, Feb. 18.—Lewanike, 
King of Barotseland, on the Zambesi, is 
dead, and his demise closes oné of the 
most remarkable chapters in the history 
of the old-time Darkest Africa. Thirty- 
two years ago, after six years of 
savage warfare with his uncle, Nguena- 
wina, he had established his claim to 
succeed Sepopo as ruler of his tribe. 
Sepopo had made himself unpopular in 
the Zambesi region. by ‘his predilection 
for a sport which consisted in hunting 
down native children, rowing them over 
in large numbers to an islet in the great 
river, and feeding them to the eroco- 
diles. He. was deposed in 1878. 

When Lewaniia in 1884 found himself 
in undisturbed possession of his figura- 
tive throne, he was not less of a savage 


than Sepopo had been. There were no 
chiefs left to dispute his authority, for 


he had slaughtered with their followers 
all those whom he had suspected of — | 


disposition to oppose him. Poison, th 
stake, and strangulaticn were the us 
methods he employed to dispose of indi- 
viduals who incurred his. displeasure. } 
Witches and wizards were. burried al- 
most daily to furnish amusement to him- 
self and the population. 

When Coillard, the great Zambesi mis- 
sionary, first sat down to a meal with 
Lewanika in the late 70s the terrible 
chief squatted naked on the ground, 
tearing a duck to aoe ge Lig his teeth.

This was a lon rocess, but illest 
succeeded in gaining such an ascend- 
ency over him that Lewanika one day 
appealed to him to teach hint how to 
govern his country.

“Take the secret spear from under 
your cloak and throw it away; re- 
nounce vengeance once far all; attach 
your people to yourself by making their 
welfare your first object; put a stop 
to theft; give them justice, quiet sleep 
and food to eat.’ 

Lewanika took the advice ‘to heart 
and remained a firm friend of the 
whites to the day of his death. Thus 
an immense territory, little by little, 
was opened to civilized government. The 
transfermation was completed when the 
chief. journeyed to England to attend 
the: jubilee of Queen ctoria. On his 
return he set about establishing schools. 

He even settled the Suffragette ques- 
tion among his people in a way that 
proved eminéntly satisfactory—to the 
women. He ordained that once a year 
on one day the head woman of the 
Barotse tribe should be permited, in 
the presence of other women, free free- 
dom to criticise the Council of the na- 
tion at a council meeting, a ae 
which she exercised with great gusto. 

Her criticisms of the men usually 
were prolonged and tet omy 8 and their 
manifest discomfiture under her tongue 
lashing was a source of unalloyed’ de- 
light to the female portion of her 
audience, who had helped prepare the 
list of grievances and shortcomings.

WASHINGTON, ‘April 6.—The Wash- 
ington Club, the most exclusive fem!- 
nine organization of the District of Co- 
| lumbia, celebrated its silver anniversary 
this afternoon with a tea for members 
only. The occasion algo served for the 
delivery to the House Committee of a 
large and valuable collection of silver 
plate purchased by voluntary contribu- 
*tion of the members through the-last 
‘Winter. There were also several indi- 
vidual gifts, including a large tray, 
candlesticks, and compotiers. 

The club, with a membership re- 
stricted to residents of the District of 
Columbia, was incorporated April 6, 
1891, by five women representing the 
most distinguished capital circle of that 
day, Mrs. Samuel Phillips Lee, mother 
of Senator Blair Leé of Maryland, head- 
ing this group and later becoming the 
President of the organization. Her niece, 
Mrs, Stephen O. Richey, is now Presi- 
dent. All the incorporators are dead, 
while Mrs. Richey and Mrs. William A. 
Hammond, widow of the late Surgeon 
General of the army, who were among 
the promoters of today’s entertainment, 
are among the few surviving charter 
Members. The club now carries on its 
roll Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, who was an 
active member of the Tuesday Morning 
Committee. 

While never claiming to be ultra- 
fashionable and always avoiding any 
sort of public discussion, this body of 
representative Washington women has 
carried out that part of their constitu- 
tion which declared ‘the particular 
business and object of our society is the 
establishment and maintenance of a club 
for literary purposes, mutual improve- 


ment, and the promotion of social inter- 
course.’ 

A year ago the club purchased, and is 
now occupying, the property 1,701 K 
Street, the former residence of Repre- 
sentative Edward DeV. Morrell, and the 
home of Vice President and Mrs. Fair- 
banks throughout the Roosevelt-Fair- 
banks Administration. Still later this 
served as the Russian Embassy.

When the Senate went back into 
regular order Senator Thompson ob- 
jected to the advancement of several 
bills, thereby sending them into general 
orders insuring that the Senate would

Senator Thompson provoked person- 
alities from several Senators who sought 
unanimous consent for the introduction 
of measures Senator Brown assured 
them Senator Thompson and his Public 
Service billg would have due considera- 
tion, 

After the consideration of two Thomp- 
son bills under a suspension of rules, 
Senator Brown, who was anxious to 
have his New York City bills advanced, 
asked unanimous consent to pass at 
once into the Committee of the Whole, 
passing the third reading bills| on the 
calendar. 

Senator William Bennett of New York, 
who for the first time this session had 
a bill which had been advanced to

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Small Group of Stocks Active 
and Higher — General

Tt seemed to a part of the financial 
community that yesterday’s news. re- 
garding the Sussex findings was grave 
enough ta induce caution if not to invite 
active selling in the stock market, but 
as a matter of fact events showed: that 
it exerted very little effect upon market 
sentiment. No evidence at all was af- 
forded of a. change in the general char- 
acter of the trading which for some 


time has been left almost exclusivel 


in the hands of habitual traders, but 
among these willingness was shown to 
carry forward the bidding up of certain 
stecks which was undertaken on 
Wednesday. The net result was a list of 
substantial gains in a_ relatively small 
group of industrials which among them 
supplied the, great bulk of the day's 
somewhat enlarged total of transactions. 

The activity imparted to this part of 
the list left the rest of it practically un- 
affected. Apart from Mercantile Marine 
nd half a dozen industrial. stocks, all 
of which exceeded United States Steel in 
point of activity, the net changes with 
very few exceptions -were fractional and 
irregularly distributed between gains 
and losses. The chief trading interest 
of the day centred in the International 
Mercantile Marine issues, which were 
active and strong on buying induced by 
the proposed terms of reorganization. 
It was understood that steps would be 
taken with the object of giving the bond- 
holders the equivalent of their accumu- 
lated interest without waiting on the 
formal reorganization of the company, 
and it was believed further that new 
effort would be made to bring the com- 
mon and preferred shareholders into 
agreement, which would obviate the loss 
of time if not of value which would be 
involved in a long contested controversy 
over the reorganization. It was in these 
issues that occurred the chief contact 
between the day’s market and the day's 
news. 

The Street talked about many other 
things besides the Sussex findings, 
among them the ebb. and flow of the 
Verdun battle, the Mexican news, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s candidacy, and so on, but 
it talked about these with little if any 
reference to the day’s stock market. 
Superficially what was most surpris- 
ing was that the news bearing on our 
relations with Germany, dependent as 
those are upon the course of the sub- 
marine warfare, caused no concern 
which found reflection in the market. 
The explanation seems to be that some 
time ago the great majority of those in 
the financial district made up their 
minds «hat the attack on the Sussex 
would merely be added to the list of 
other more or less wanton submarine 
attacks without proving an occasion 
for any action by this Government. If 
it be argued that that is not a prudent 
attitude to take in view of the evidence 
in the Sussex case, and in view of the 
Washington dispatches outlining the 
purposes of the Administration, the 
Street's reply is that several times in 
the past it felt concerned over similar 
situations and found by experience that 
it had. worried unnecessarily. That is 
the explanation of the present market 
attitude toward what on the surface at 
least seems a very grave situation. 

Some of the active. New -York City 
issues were higher than they were be- 
fore Wednesday’s announcement of the 
forthcoming sale of $55,000,000 of bonds 
by the city. That was an unusual se- 
quel to the offering of a new large 
supply of bonds. The explanation is to 
be found apparently in the fact that 
many who had been waiting on the news 
of the city’s offering were induced to 
buy some ef the outstanding bonds 
when they noticed the strength of the 
new isste in the “‘ when issued ’’ trad- 
ing on the curb. In that markét. the 
price of the still to be issued 4%s rose to 
102%, at which figure the bonds would 
yield less than 4% per cent. This is 
but one of many current indications of 
the breadth of the demand for bonds of 
this sort. Another indication of this 
demand is the rise in the new Canadian 
bonds to a new high price, the fifteen- 
year issue selling up to 98, which is a 
premium of slightly more than 8 per 
cent. over thé issue price.

AUTO BANDITS ROB A BANK. 


Threaten Cashier of Houston, Penn., 
Institution and Escape with $15,000 


CANONSBURG, Penn., April 46—Two 
men robbed. the First National Bank of 
Houston, near here, soon after noon to- 
day of. $15,000 and escaped in an auto- 
mobile. Joseph K. McNutt, cashier of 
the bank, ‘was alone at his window 
when un automobile drove up in front 
of the building. A man entered and 
laid a piece of paper about the size of 
a check on the counter. in front of the 
cashier. On the paper was written: 
‘* Make a move and you will be shot.’’ 
McNutt looked up to find himself fac- 
ing an automatic pistol.

Ortelero, who was 
heard on Wednesday in his own behalf, 
Supreme Court Justice Donnelly yester- 
day * dismissed Ortelero’s $60,000 libel 
suit against former Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Dougherty on the métion of 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Thomas 
Price.. Ortelero said,- on the witness 
stand, that -he was discharged by 
Dougherty from his employment as ¢cen- 
fidential stenographer because~ he 
threatened to make charges to the Dis- 
trict Attorney @gainst Dougherty, then 
head of the Detective cy sages tH€ sued 
Dougherty after the fo r Deputy was 
alleged to have made the statement that 
he had ‘discharged Ortelero, because he 
gave out confidential police. informa- 
tion. 

Justice Donnelly in: his decision said: 
‘* Although. the published statements are 
libelous per se, the plaintiff has proved 
to my satisfaction that the defendant 
was justified in uttering the remarks 
about his stenographer not being ‘ close- 
mouthed.’ The complaint.is dismissed.” 

At the conclusion of the trial, Mr. 
Dougherty gave out a statement. in 
which he said: ‘t Referring to’ the testi- 
mony of James’ B. Ortelero,” that as 
early as May 25, 1911, hé began talking

The fact that Justice Don- 
nelly.dismissed the complaint without a 
single word from me seems to be suffi- 
cient answer to the reckless .charges 
msde by Ortelero.’ 

Mr. Dougherty followed his statement 
by offering to give $5,000 to any one 
who would prove that he had. been 
guilty of: any. maladministration while 
connected with the Second Deputy Com- 
missionership. When asked if he would 
call the District Attorney’s.attention to 
the assertions made by Ortelero ‘on the 
witness stand, the former Deputy said 
he would not, as he was “done with 
he case.’

TO. PRINT PRINCETON VERSE. 


Work of Undergraduates to be Coin: 
piled by ‘Alfred Noyes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., April-6.—A book 
of verse entirely the product of-col- 
lege undergraduates, a project that dif- 
fers from anything ever attempted pre- 
viously, is to appear next Fall. -The 
editor of the work is to be Alfred 
Noyes, the English poet. And the editor 
declares that the volume will be sqme- 
thing of a revelation to the critics who 
are prone to ‘speak slightingly of the 
work of the younger generation in this 
country. 

In compiling the volume Mr. Noyes 
is to make exclusive use of the work 
of Princeton undergraduates of the 
present gerieration. The only analogous 
venture is the production every three 
or four years of the book of “ Oxford 
Verse”’ at Oxford University, which is 
edited by Sir Gilbert Murray. 

‘“‘ When we first undertook the work,” 
Professor Noyes_said, ‘‘ we were doubt- 
ful if there would be sufficient. mate- 
rial to warrant an edition. On further 
investigation we found that not—only 
was there an abundance of material] but 
that it was of a higher standard than 
is found in similar works. edited in 
England by Gilbert Murray and Quillers 
Couch. Furthermore, there will be no 
need of & prefatory apology such as 
Murray thought necessary for the char- 
acter of some of the work in his edition 
of Oxford verse.

To Consolidate Seventy-one Shops. - 

Commissioner Adamson said: 

“ There are now seventy-one separate 
repair shops in your departments and in 
Bellevue and Allied Hospitals, not in- 
eluding the repair shops of the Borough 
Presidents. The consolidation of the re- 
pair shops in your departments alone 
would not only, save the city at. least 
$1,000,000 a year, but would afford us 
an immenseiy better and more modern 
repair service. 

* Such a central, repair shop should be 
located at..a. point convenient to all 
boroughs, preferably at the eastern end 
of the Queensboro Bridge; and it should 
be large enough to provide space fora 
central municipal storehouse, for the 
central testing laboratory, and for the 
police and fire drill squads. 

* This consolidation should include not 
only the repair shops and their mechani- 


cal forces, but also the floating groups 


of carpenters, plumbers and other me- 
chanics, -who make repairs to buildings, 
bridges, park structures and the like. 
‘The present method of handling re- 
pair work is necessatily wasteful and 
unbusinesslike. Fourteen different Com- 
missioners now control the seventy-one 
repair shops. Many of these shops do 
the same kind of repair work, the shops 
are scattered haphazard about the city, 
and few of them are suitably housed or 
equipped. Wach shop is operated as in- 
dependently of the others as if it were 
a private plant. Each has its own ma- 
chinery, its own mechanical force, its 
own electrical force, and. the larger ones 
maintain independent trucking service, 
which covers the same ground daily that 


is covered by trucks of. other depart- 


ments. Sixteen of these shops occupy 


buildings and sites which are Mee!
